The Nebraska State Patrol conducted tobacco compliance checks as part of the Panhandle 

Prevention Coalition’s comprehensive plan to prevent youth from starting to use tobacco 

products.  Officers with the assistance of youth under the age of 18, completed eighteen checks 

including convenience stores, grocery stores, and liquor stores throughout Scottsbluff County.      

Seventeen out of eighteen establishments that were checked did not sell tobacco to minors. The 

efforts of these seventeen responsible businesses are commended:
